New Meat Rulings by 

the Food Administrator 

For the convenience of public eating 
places the regulations in regard to the 
serving of beef have been modified as 
follows: The new regulations going 
into effect on the twelfth day of July 
1918. ... 

Beef in any form (and in more* than 
one form if desired) may be served in 
public eating places on Friday, Satur-? 
day, Sunday and Monday between the 
hours of 10:30 n. m. nnd 5:00 p. m., and 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
between the hours of 5:00 p., m. t and 
9:00 p.m. 

Left over beef must not be served 
outside of the prescribed hours but 
should bo held until the following day. 

There is no restriction whatever on 
the serving of the following by-pro- 
ducts; heads, tongues,, tails, livers, 
heart's, tripe, feet, barreled beef, 
potted beef, beef loaf, chili con came, 
beef trimmings, frankfurter sausage, 
and bologna sausage. 

These regulations will be strictly en- 
forced until further notice and you will 
therefore, be" expected to observe them 
carefully.

Beware of Pefective 

Fruit Cans 

County Food Administrator Gridley 
wishes to sound a warning to house- 
wives to beware of defective fruit cans 
and covers. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
seven out of twelve, or 10 per cent, of 
one lot of Boyd covers for Mason jars 
were defective, When examined close- 
ly small cracks, or scratches were 
found in the thread. of the cover which 
permitted the air to enter the can 
thereby spoiling the fruit. 

One Liberty ville lady* found small 
checks around the top of/ her Foster 
cans, arid after being' properly temper- 
ed and filled with fruit the can cracked 
the full length". These checks are about 
one-half inch In length and seem to go 
only half through the glass* 

Mr. Grfdley Is of the opinion that 
it Is. the work of German spies, and 
wisheB to urge upon the housewives 
the necessity of closely examining all 
cans and covers before using, bo that 
the fruit canned may not be a waste.

The letter sent to his parents was dat- 
ed June 18, and is as follows: 

As you see it has been quite a long 
time since you heard from me. lam 
having one of the Y. M.. C. A. men 
write for me. ' ; 

I was hit with a high explosive shell 
in the right arm causing a compound 
fracture, and think that I will be laid 
up about two months. Fortunately my 
arm is spared and there is no reason 
why it should not be O. K , given a 
little time. 

I was wounded about 7:30 p. m. June 
14. I am in an excellent hospital, hav- 
ing wonderful care taken of me. 

Give my love to all the folks and lots 
of kisses to mother and father.

His clothing contained nothing which 
would . shed any light on his identity. 
He had $6.50 ir) cash, and a pocket 
knife. A little celluloid soap box also 
found in his pocket bore the inscription 
"Milwaukee souvenir" but this" is pot 
reeardedas a clew. 

Sheriff Griffin has propounded . many 
questions to the fellow but he listens 
to them with a blank and expression- 
leas countenance. He does not so 
much as nod or shake his head. ,The 
plan of writing out questions haR been* 
attempted. Instead of. answering the 
questions the human enigma carefully 
and painstakingly copies the questions, 
word for word. -.

Tor Bravery In Battle 

In the Chicago Dsily Newsof July 3, 
'there appeared the following paragraph 
under the heading of "Cited for bravery 
in France: 

Private Ernest Borah of : Chicago 
bravely and repeatedly < carried mes- 
sages through the shell fire. He volun- 
teered at the risk of his life to bring up 
ammunition and then led a charge 
which resulted in the capture of a Ger- 
man Machine gun. 

From the same paper under date of 
July 9, we clipped another article under 
the head of "American soldiers and 
officers win distinction." ft is as fol- 
lows: 

"One of the most striking of thesn 
deeds of heroism was that :of Dental 
Surgeon Weeden C. Osborne of St 
Joseph, Mo., who, after being attached 
to a regiment only a few days, went 
into action. When Captain Donald E. 
Duncan of the same city was wounded 
in the advance on Bouresches June 5th, 
Osborne, who was* there aiding -the 
wounded, saw him 'fall. Though shells 
were bursting on all sides he ran to his 
fallen friend, picked him up in his arms, 
started back and had almost reached a 
place of shelter with his unconscious 
burden when a shell, aimed with deadly 
accuracy, killed' both. Lieutenant 
Osborne received a posthumons award 
of the American medal for bravery. 
' The above is the record of two Al- 
lendale boya. The first mentioned left 
Allendale two years ago and is how 
only eighteen years of age. Osborn 
after leaving Allendale worked his way 
through, the Northwestern Dental Col- 
lege in Chicago and was practicing bis 
profession in St Joseph, Mp., when 
called to the colors.- 

Allendale naturally' feels very proud 
of the record of these two young .men. 
At the present time there are sixty 
stars on the Allendale service flag, one 
gold one.

Says Patriotic Farmers Do Not 

Need Increase to Stimulate 

Production. 



.WOULD ADD TO LIVING COST 



Arbitrary Basis Ib Not Fair to the 

Producer or Consumer, Asserts 

President In Message 

to Congress. 

Washington, July 15.— President 
Wilson vetoed cm Friday the annual 
agricultural appropriation bill, con- 
taining an amendment increasing the 
price of wheat to $2.40 per bushel. 
Members of congress from wheat- 
growing states will make a light to 

.pass the bill over the veto, but indi- 
cations are that the wheat-price pro- 
visions will be eliminated. The presi- 
dent's message said the Increase In 
the price of wheat would add $2 to 

* the cost of a barrel of Hour, and 
would add $3S7,000,000 to the price of 
the 000.000,000 bushel crop of lOlti 
wheat. 

The president's message follows: 
"I regret to return without my sig- 
nature so Important a measure us 
H.It. 0054, entitled 'An Act Making 
Appropriations for the Department of 
-Agriculture for the Fiscal Year Eud- 
ling June 30, 1010,' but I feel con- 
strained to do so because of my earn- 
est dissent from the point of view of 
principle as well as wise expediency, 
from the provisions of that part of 
section M which prescribes a uniform 
minimum price for No. 2 northern 
spring wheat of ?2.40 a bushel. ' 

"I dissent upon principle because 1 
believe that such inelastic legislative 
price provisions are insusceptible of 
being administered in a way that will 
be advantageous either to the pro- 
ducer or to the consumer, establish- 
ing as they do arbitrary levels which 
are quite independent of the normal 
market conditions. 

"It Is evident that the present 
method of determining the price to bo 
pn!d for wheat bus had the most stim- 
ulating effect upon production, the es- 
timated crop of spring wheat for this 
year exceeding all high records in a 
very remarkable and gratifying way. 
By an overwhelming majority of the 
farmers of the United States the price 
administratively fixed has been re- 
garded as fair and liberal, and objec- 
tions to It have come only from those 
sections of the country where, unfortu- 
nately. It has In recent years proved 
Impossible to rely upon climatic con- 
ditions to produce a full crop of wheat 
and where, therefore, many disap- 
pointments to the farmer have proven 
to be unavoidable. 

"Personally, I do not believe that 
the farmers of the country depend 
upon the stimulation of price to do 
their utmost to serve the nation and 
the world at this time of crisis by ex- 
erting themselves to an extraordinary 
degree to produce the largest and best 
crops possible. Their patriotic spirit 
in this matter lias been worthy of all 
praise and has shown them playing a 
most admirable ami gratifying part in 
the full mobllizatioa of the resources 
of the country. 

"To a very greatly Increased pro- 
duction of wheat they have added an 
Increased production of almost every 
other Important grain, so that our 
granaries are likely to overilow, and 
the anxiety of the nations arrayed 
against Germany with regard to their 
food supplies has been relieved. 

"The administrative method of 
ngreeing upon a fair price has this 
very great advantage, which any ele- 
ment of rigidity would in large part 
destroy— namely : the advantage of 
flexibility, of rendering possible at 
every stage and in the view of every 
change of experience a readjustment 
which will be fair alike to producer 
and consumer. 

"A fixed minimum price of 52.40 a 
bushel would, It Is estimated, add $2 
n barrel to the price of Hour; In other 
words, raise the price of flour from the 
present price of $10.50 to $12.50 at the 
mill; and Inasmuch as we are antici- 
pating a crop of approximately D00,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, this Increase 
would be equivalent to the Immense 
■sum of $387,000,000. 

"Such an Increase In the price of 
whent in the United States would force 
n corresponding Increase In the price 
of Cnnadlan wheat. 

"The Increase would also add very 
materially to the cost of living, and 
there would Inevitably ensue an In- 
crease In the wnge paid In practically 
every Industry In the country. These 
ndded financial and economic dllHcul- 
tles, affecting practically the whole 
world, cannot, I assume, hnve been in 
contemplation by the congress In pass- 
ing this legislation.

"Bone Dry" Prohibition of Manufac- 
ture and Sale of Intoxicants 
Expected to Paso. 



Washington, July 12.— "Bone dry" 
prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of Intoxicating liquor throughout 
the United States for the remainder 
of the war will go Into effect on Janu- 
ary 1 next unless President Wilson de- 
feats the proposed action of congress. 

The road to Immediate passage of 
the measure, for which the prohibition- 
ists have been lighting for several 
months, was cleared on Wednesday 
when the senate, by a vote of 30. to 33, 
went on record In favor of attaching 
the nntioh-wlde wartime prohibition 
rider to the pending agricultural ex- 
tension bill. By this vote the senate 
reversed the chair's ruling, holding the 
rider out of order. 

The indications are that the senate 
will adopt the prohibition amendment 
by nn even larger majority. 

The concurrence of the house Is re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion, inas- 
much as that body initiated the move 
for war prohibition by adopting an 
nmendment to the pending bill de- 
signed tu suspend the liquor truillc.

BAGGED 4,102 HUN PLANES 

British Give Enemy's Air Losses Dur- 
ing Year Ending July 1 — England 
Lost 1,121 Machines. 

London, July 15.— British airmen 
brought down 4,102 hostile machines 
during the year ending July 1, the Brit- 
ish press bureau announced on Sat- 
urday. During the same period the 
British lost 1.121 planes. 

The bureau declared that British 
aerial superiority is continually grow- 
ing and that the American output will 
give the allies a "very great advan- 
tnge." 

"During the year ending July 1 Brit- 
ish airmen on the west front destroyed 
2,lf>0 hostile airplanes and drove down 
1.083 out of control," the statement 
said. 

"In the same period naval aviators, 
co-operating, shot down 023. The total 
of ours missing was 1,121. 

"On the Italian front, during .the last 
quarter, the British destroyed 305 en- 
emy planes and drove down six out of 
control; on the Salonlki front, In the 
last half year, we destroyed 21 and 
drove down 13; In Egypt and Palestine, 
from March to June, we destroyed 20 
and drove down 15."

Washington, July 10. — By a vote of 
40 to 10, the senate Saturduy night 
adopted the resolution, already passed 
by the house, empowering the presi- 
dent to take over the telegraph and 
telephone wires. 

All attempts to limit the power of 
the president were defeated and the 
hill passed In the form demanded by 
Mr. Wilson and his cab I aft. 

The senate entered Into a unanimous 
consent agreement to recess three days 
nt a tlmu until August 20 and during 
thnt time to transact nothing but rou- 
tine morning business. 

Senator Watson of Indiana proposed 
am. amendment to exempt telephone 
wires from public control. The ameud- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 41 to 
20. Another amendment by • Senator 
Watson to exempt press wires wus 
voted down, 30 to 21. 
" The resolution follows: 

"ttesolved, That the president dur- 
ing the continuance of the presents 
war, Is authorized and empowered^ 
whenever he shall deem It neces-* 
sary for the national security or de- 
fense, to supervise or to take posses- 
sion and assume control of any tele- 
graph, telephone, marine cable or ra- 
dio system or systems,' or any part 
thereof, and to operate the same In 
such manner as may be needful or de- 
sirable for the duration of the war, 
which supervision, possession, control, 
or operation shall not extend beyond 
the date of the proclalmatlon by the 
president of the exchange of ratifica- 
tions of the treaty of peace. 

"Provided, That Just compensation 
shall be made for. such supervision, 
possession, control or operation, to be 
determined by the president; and if 
the amount thereof, so determined by 
the president, is unsatisfactory to the 
person entitled to receive the snme, 
such person shall be paid 70 per cent 
of the amount so determined by the 
president and shall be entitled to sue 
the Uidted States to recover such fur- 
ther sum as, added to said 75 per cent, 
will make up such amount as will be 
just compensation therefor, In the 
manner provided for by section twen- 
ty-four, paragraph twenty, and section 
one hundred and forty-live of the Judi- 
cial code. 

"Provided further, That nothing In 
this act shall he construed to amend, 
repeal, Impair, or affect existing laws 
or powers of the states In relntlon to 
taxation 'or the lawful police regula- 
tion of. the several states, except 
wherein such laws, powers or regula- 
tions may affect the transmission of 
government communications or the use 
of stocks and bonds by such system 
or systems."

London, July 13.— Bo|shevlk ,'orces 
have taken the offensive against the 
Czecho-Slovak army In the Volga re- 
gluu and the government troops hnve 
won a great success, says a Russian of- 
ficial statement received here by wire- 
less from Moscow. The Czechoslo- 
vaks In Siberia also are .reported to be 
retreating before a counter-offensive 
of the Russian bolshevik. 

The communication, which wns sent 
out by the department of military oj>- 
eratlon of the people's commissariat 
of war, reads: 

"July 0.— Czecho-Slpvak front : After 
preparations for nn offensive our 
troops have reached a great success. 
Almost without loss we took Syzran 
(70 miles south of Simbirsk) and Bti- 
gulmn (130 miles northwest of Ufa). 
The Czecho-Slovaks and White guards 
lied In disorder In the direction of Sa- 
mara. We are reaching Stavropol (In 
Ciscaucasia, Yaroslav (1G0 miles 
northeast of Moscow) and Rybinsk 
(52 miles northwest of Yaroslav). 

"An nrmed train has violently shelled 
towns occupied by the White guard, 
who are fleeing In panic over the 
River Volga. Detachments fled to Ry- 
binsk, where they tried to raise a mu- 
tiny. Measures have been taken 
against them. 

"Eastern sector: Czecho-Slovaks af- 
ter occupying Techesahrdrlnsk, now are 
retreating before a counter-offensive 
of the couuclls' troops."

sla, says a dispatch. received Monday 
from Moscow to the Central News 
ngcacy by way of Amsterdam. 

After capturing Keim n railroad sta- 
tion on the White sea coast, the dis- 
patch adds, the American nnd British 
forces advanced toward Toroki, the 
Russian bolshevik! authorities having 
withdrawn to NIrok. 

The commanders of ^he entente nl- 
lied forces hnve issued nn nppenl to 
the population on the Murmun const 
requesting help against Germany and 
Finland. It is declared that the Mur- 
man coast Is Russian territory under 
the protection of the entente powers. 

Meanwhile the Germans are making 
a desperate attempt to control the 
Murmun const. They '. need the har- 
bors for submarine bnses now that 
ZeebruBge has been closed and Ostend 
rendered of little value, while the Brit- 
ish mine fields make it ever more dif- 
ficult for their submarines to reuch 
the Atlantic. 

The total German force In Russia Is 
32 German and 15 Austrian divisions, 
composed mainly of old und inferior 
men. 

M. Tchltcherln, the Russian foreign 
minister, has^ addressed a note to 
Great Britain, demanding that the 
British detachments now on the Mur- 
mnn coast be re-embarked without de- 
lay. 

Czecho-Slovak troops have captured 
the city of Kazan, 430 miles east of 
Moscow, an Kxciiange Telcgrnph dis- 
patch from Copenhagen says it is re- 
ported from Moscow. The city was 
taken after the bolshevik! had put -up 
violent resistance.

Washington. — A business concern 
Which can. Increase Its turnover 2,500 
per cent In 12 months without rudlcul 
changes In method would seem to bo 
a pretty, sound organization. 

Amid all the expansion ■ of govern- 
ment activities duo to war, with far- 
reaching changes in methods of • con- 
ducting business, reorganizations, In- 
crease" In personnel, and addition of 
wholly new departments,, one big busi- 
ness agency of the' government has 
changed not at all, except in magni- 
tude. That agency. Is the bureau ' of 
supplies and accounts of the navy, 
which purchases practically everything 
required by the nnvy except^ armor 
plate, guns, nud shells.

. dies, sailors aro provided with warm 
f wliiteSv clothing for destroyer service 
.In the submarine zone around tho Brit- 
ish, Islesr^ool is dispatched to ships 
In the Philippines, nitrates are brought 
from Chile, clothing Is manufactured 
In New York and Norfolk, stores are 
carried at Innumerable points ready 
' for delivery to ships at Instant notice. 
Yet all activities center In Washington, 
and navy supply business Is not only 
kept under the eyes of if few execu- 
tives, but Is expedited by a fine work- 
ing spirit. 

Next to centralization and this fine 
working spirit, probably tho most Im- 
portant clement in the system is pub- 
licity In dealing with: the supply of 
tho navy's Innumerable needs. Under 
pressure of war other departments 
have found It expedient to set aside 
tho normal peace-time methods of pur- 
chasing under competitive bids, but the 
navy has adhered to the method of 
open bidding, with full publicity, on 
the principle .that the. public, contrib- 
uting war funds by taxation, has a 
right to know exactly and In the full- 
est detail how Its money is being ex- 
pended. 

Another principle the navy adheres 
to" Is that war demands should be met 
by the peace-time system of purchas- 
ing. Great as war demands aro, they 
coll simply for an increase In volume- 
of business — not a change In the fun- 
damental method of conducting busi- 
ness. If the method has been proper- 
ly worked out In' peace, It will meet 
the exigencies of war. 

Directed by McGowan. 
If every Institution Is the length 
and shadow of one man, as Emerson 
said, then the bureau of sijpplles and; 
accounts today reflects the personality 
of Admiral McGowan. When tho bu- 
reau transacted Its affairs with 28 peo- 
ple, ho knew them nil, and. they work- 
ed under his eyo every dny, helped by 
tho optimism and energy which he ra- 
diates. After a year of war, with his 
organization approaching 1,000 people, 
he. still knows them all and sees them 
frequently, and maintains the original 
-spirit of organization by making un- 
limited demands upon each Individual 
for work, nccprdlng to his or her cupac- 
i Ity, with unstinted commendation for 
fall, gopd work, whether the Job be 
eat or small. 

When tho strength of tho navy was ; 
bout 04,000 ofllcers and enlisted then 
o bureau of supplies and accounts 
did nil Its purchasing and transporta- 
u through naval ofllcers of tho pay- 
lister's corps. When war came, and 
activities increased by several hun-. 
■',;^red per cent. monthly, the organiza- 
; tion was strengthened by taking on 
i about n dozen clvlllun experts from 
business life, men who gladly resigned 
goocl positions and large salaries with 
nrlyhto business concerns to don Uncle 
Sam's uniform and work day h ho*; night" 
for the comparatively slender^* salaries 
' offrjriavnl ofllcers. 

(Other purchasing departments of 
lie; government met their early. "war 
iMems by enlisting' advisory com- 
of business experts, who In- 
ted given problems outside, 
ed facts, made arrangements, 
ered suggestions. Tho navy, 
contrary,' took its civilian ex- 
J bodily, put tncin into uniform, 
III 



and made them part of the 'organiza- 
tion. 

_ The navy neededsteel for war, thou- 
sands upon thousands of tons, of it, 
for construction -and other purposes. 
It got a steel expert, S. It. Fuller, who 
resigned from a big. Chicago railway' 
supply concern and went to work In 
tho bureau of supplies and accounts 
supervising the purchase of structural 
steel forglngs and cnstlngs for ships 
and shipyards. 

Gathers in Experts. 

The navy needed cotton— millions of 
yards of canvas, duck, drill, stieetlhgs, : 
and uniform cloth. It got W. B. Hoop- 
er, a cotton mill executive/who Imme- 
diately severed nil connections In his 
Industry, sold his cotton mill Interests, 
•nvested the money In Liberty bonds, 
and came Into the bureau. 

The navy needed transportation on 
sea and land. All the problems of 
chartering ships for a -world-wide dis- 
tribution of .supplies, conl, and pro- 
visions going out to the fleet, and ni- 
trate and shelluc coming bnck In nn- 
vul vessels were, placed In charge, of 
Benjamin T. Young, an expert on ship 
chartering nnd ocean transport, who 
severed his connection with a big New 
York shipping concern for the period 
of tho war. Transportation on land 
was taken over by O. M. Ellsworth, 
who left a remunerative position with 
a big railway system to enter Uncle 
Snm's service. 

Tho navy needed * chemicals, land 
Donald Itiley came from a large chem- 
ical concern to take charge of this do-' 
partment. It needed Industrial ac- 
counting,' nnd a great accounting ma- 
chinery concern made nrrnngements 
whereby G. S. Ashdown took that ac- 
tivity In hand, giving all his time to 
the development of accounting sys- 
tems as the burenu's transactions mul- 
tiplied again and again. A department 
to deal with foodstuffs was provided 
under P. A Tillman; another dealing 
with, lumber under C. M. Morford, nnd 
another dealing with leather and nl- 
lled materials under J. W. Mcintosh; 

Tho general standard of ability set 
by the navy for Its civilian exports Is 
that each man must be worth several 
times what the navy pays him In sal- 
ary, and that he must come. Into .the 
organization for the period of the .war 
absolutely. "Outside talent with ln- 
sldo control" Is the principle followed, 
and this has worked so well that the 
navy has never been obliged to seek 
advisory service outside Its own or-

ganlzatlon. Growth has been entirely 
from within out. 

Can" 8ee Bids Opened. 

In Snnda court, the bureau's tem- 
porary structure In the central court of 
the state, war and navy building, a 
room Is provided which can be entered 
by nnj*one without puss, question, or 
formality. There Is an open door, en- 
tered from tho street, giving access to 
a room culled "The Public's Room " 
and there any person Interested In of- 
fering a bid on nnvy supplies or wish- 
ing to see that bids uro opened .fairly 
can go and watch all transactions. 
Employees enguged In opening the 
thousnnds of bids received dally work 
In open view of any person who wants 
to enter this room. As fast ns bids 
are opened tli'e amounts of each Item 
nre. posted In books find placed upon 
counters, where anyone muy examine 
tli em, learning all the facts about the 
prices bid by .competitors, 
- Admiral McGownn's views on pub- 
licity for. government purchases are 
very pronounced. 

"In handling other people's money 
.things* must not only bo right," he 
shys.'liut they must, look right,!?: And 
Ihebest way of having theni. look right 
In his belief, Is to, let the public super- 
viso operations to the utmost 'extent. 
.Only In war has the nnvy found it 
necessary to keep 'any Information 
about Its purchases confidential, and 
even In war. secrecy: Is necessary for 
but a very snwll.frnctlori.of the pur- 
chasing, where knowledge of details 
might afford assistance to the enemy. 

Centralized purchasing with n well- 
planned organization has' mode It pos- 
sible for the navy to Increase Its turn- 
over many thousand per cent," not merer 
ly without congestion or other diffi- 
culties, but with actual increase In 
Incomes and. efllclency." As purchases 
have grown larger and more numerous 
they have been handled with greater 
speed, arid ut lower cost 

Quality Safeguarded. 

And with growth and magnitude 
there has been every care to safeguard 
the' quality -of supplies purchased for 
tho navy. When wo entered the war 
confusion existed in' commodity mar- 
kets, and there was apparent short- 
age of wool nnd other supplies. It was 
believed for a time that navy specifi- 
cations' would have to ho revised, with 
a lowering of quality. But the bureau 
of supplies nnd accounts took a deter- 
mined stand on thnt point. Very often, 
In view of assumed conditions, It look- 
ed like n stiff-necked stand agnlnst 
reasonableness. Despite a wide-spread" 
belief among textile men that navy, 
uniforms would have to he made partly 
of. shoddy, If the enormous require- 
ments were to be promptly met, the 
bureau refused to .consider nny lower- 
ing of Its standards for uniform cloth, 
nnd, through the department of agri- 
culture, secured actual figures regard- 
ing the available wool stock In this 
country nt that time. This survey not 
only proved thut there was ample wool 
in the country for military purposes, 
hut checked a* wildly rising market. 
The same stand has been taken on 
food for our sailors, coal for battle- 
ships, and practically every article re- 
quired by tho navy. 

"The best that Is humanly possible," 
says Admiral McGowan,. "Is none too 
good for the men nt the front, wheth- 
er they be in tho army or navy. I 
hold myself personally accountable to 
every father, and every mother, nnd 
every wife, and every sweetheart, that 
the men I have any supervision mid 
care over aro as well clothed and as 
well fed as It Is possible for them to 
be. I acknowledge that as a personal 
responsibility resting on me. I freely 
acknowledge It ; excuses are not re- 
ceivable, and alibis are not accepted. 
What wo want for the navy Is. tho 
best I"

Artillery and Machine Guns Mow Down

With the American Army on the 
Marne. July 10.— In a mngnlHcont 
counter-attack the American troops 
hurled the Germans buck across - the 
MnrriuJn thociirve in- the river west 
und southwest of ■•.Inuigonne. Fifteen 
thousand Germans faced the Ameri-* 
enns Tit ten o'clock in the morning, nt 
nlubt- there* were -no Germans across 
the; Mnrne,. ;/Jlie '.Yankees Indicted 
heavy losses on the enemy. Many Ger- 
mans; wvre drowned In the river. 
. ,U; S. Mert -'Take 1.500 Germans. 

Disaster, dealt by. Americans, over- 
took the Germans on the Marne" toward 
the end of the first day otthelr &0-mllo 
drive, launched at dawn between 
Chauteau Thierry and- Masslges. 

The German prisoners cupturcd in 
the counter-attack by the Americans at 
the bend on the Mnrne number be- 
tween 1,000 nnd 1,500. '.They include a 
complete brigade staff. _ 

The Americans hurled the Germans 
bnck three kilometers (one nnd seven- 
eighths miles)*: on u front of seven 
kilometers- (four and three-eighths 
miles). 

Yanks Restore Positions. 

London, July 10. — The American 
troops yielded slightly to the Germans 
between the town of Fossoy and the 
River Sur- Melln, which empties into 
the Marne just east of Mezy, hut re- 
stored their positions by counter-at- 
tacks, nccprdlng to a dispatch to the 
Central News. . 

Germans Arc Routed by Yanks. 

With the' American Army on the 
Marne, July 10.— A strong American 
counter-nttnek south of the Marne 
river bend completely upset the Ger- 
mans, who broke in retreat. 

The American, troops drove the ene- 
mv back nil the way to the railway, 
sklrtlng.the Mnrne, In the region south- 
west of Jaulgonne. This position now 
Is being held. 

The French general commanding the 
group of armies on this sector sent u 
congratulatory message to the Ameri- 
can general commanding the forces 
which beat back the enemy. 

Many German prisoners were taken'. 
They Included a major, two captains 
and many men. 

Germans Mowed Down. 

At Ave o'clock Monday night the 
Germans were heavily shelling the 
American forces, but were petting 
shell for shell in return, and their lire 
seemed to bo diminishing. 

The Vaux district Is comparatively 
calm now. On % the American right 
heavy lighting Is In progress. 

American machine gunners along 
the river nsslstcd materially hi break- 
ing lip the Boche plans, for they 
stuck to their posts and poured deadly 
streams of bullets into the enemy nnd 
•only, withdrew- when their guns were 
so hot they could not bo llred. 

One* group of machine gunners hap- 
pened to he in-a phlce where the Ger- 
mans were anxious to. erect a brjdge, 
but their efforts were fruitless. . 
- Tho American bullets plied up* the 
German dead on the opposite side of 
the river every time the enemy started 
to cross. 

No Match for Americans, 

The correspondent talked with some 
American soldiers now In hospital! who 
were in the thick of the fighting. They 
were In complete agreement that the 
German Infantry was no mutch for the 
American. 

Tills Is evidenced by tho* reports 
from all the American hospitals, there 
being only a few cases of wouVicls from 
rifle and machine gun lire, while most- 
of the men are suffering from shrnpnel 
wounds. Some of these cases are seri- 
ous. 1 

Advance Behind Smoke Cloud. 

South- of Jaulgonne the enemy 
crossed the Mnrne in the morning an 
six pontoon bridges, hurriedly thrown 
over the stream and masses of Infan- 
try swnnned forward. The artillery 
constantly had the bridges under the 
heaviest fire and at least two direct 
hits were made, two of the bridges be- 
ing blown up. 

After- sharp hrtlllery work, ; German 
troops advanced behind a great smoke 
cloud, which completely pb&cured Vhe/ri '

. Reports from Vaux Indicate that the 
'Americans had advanced their line In 
this region lu ; the face of the deter- 
mined enemy attack. 

The advance extended approximate- 
ly TOO yards, but the Americans sub- 
sequently withdrew to their original 
line for strategic reasons.. 

The American barrage here broke 
up the enemy wav;s and drove them 
back in confusion. 

Huns. Advance in Close Ranks. 

It Is clear thut the German attack 
In the Vaux region completely broke 
down under the American counter-at- 
tack. 

The American mnchine gunners here 
let the enemy come close to their posi- 
tions and then opened a deadly lire 
Into the advancing close formations 
of Germans. 

The Americans and their French 
comrades have resisted the enemy. to 
the utmost and are continuing this 
character of resistance. 

Shortly after eleven o'clock one of 
the American infantry regiments 
launched, n cpunter-attuck In. the re- 
gion of Conde. 

• Reports received here on the light- 
ing to the east of Reims snld that the 
enemy made no progress there. 

• In the Coiide. region, however, before 
the American counter-attack, the Gor 
man. advance appeared to have elim- 
inated the river salient. 

Attack All Along Marne. 

The operation nt Vaux appeared to 
be a feint,, for soon nfter It began the 
Germans attacked all along the Mnrne, 
where they were gallantly opposed by 
more of the Amerlcun troops nnd the 
French. 

Tlie Germans succeeded In crossing 
the Marne at three places — at- Mezy, 
nt Jaulgonuc nnd at La Bretonnere 
farm, north of Fossoy. 
. The first crossing was mnde at the 
peak of the big river bend. The Amer- 
ican mnchine gunners and Infantry- 
men fought and died where they stood 
here. 

The German attack came after a 
most violent bombardment of high ex- 
plosives and gas shells throughout the 
night. 

When the enemy Infantry appeared 
the Americans swarmed out and met 
them with n rain of machine gun bul- 
lets. 

The Americans wore their gas mnsks 
as they fought the attacking Germans. 
Allied Line Unbroken. 

Pnrls, July 10. — The grent German 
offensive, ndvertlsed as their supreme 
effort to break the allied line nnd ob- 
tain a German victory, opened Mon- 
day morning. 

The net result of tho first day's bat- 
tle has been less than that which the 
Germans achieved on the Initial .day* of 
any previous major offensive. 

Tlie allied line Is not broken at any 
point. It has been bent backward for 
short distances nt some points, but 
much of tills ground already has been 
recovered. 

Attack Made on 50-Mile Line. 

The attack was mnde on a line more 
than r»0 miles in extent from Chateau 
Thierry to Main do Masslges, fnr to 
the east of Reims. 

Tlie official report issued by the war 
office says the Amerlcnn troops bore 
tlie brunt of the attack on, tho wide 
front between Fossoy and Donnans. 
Germans Cross Marne. 

The Germans succeeded In crossing 
the "Mnrne at several points. They en- 
gaged In desperate struggles with the 
Americans' at Reullly. Courtlezy and 
Passy. 

The American counter-attacks, or- 
ganized Immediately after the Ger- 
mans had driven back the first lines In 
the opening dash, pressed the enemy 
bnck to tho Marne. There the 
American line Is holding. 

"" Italians and French Hold. 

Between Dormnns nnd Helm's the al- 
lied, line bus been pressed hack slight- 
ly, but the combined 'French and Ital- 
ian forces are holding firmly on the 
line of Chnstlllon-sur-Mnrne, Cuchery, 
Mnrfnux and Boullly. 

East of Reims the German effort 
was a complete failure. The official 
report says lie hit against an "Irreduci- 
ble defense." '♦Repented efforts .nt 
Prunny anil Les MaYqulsos and In the 
region to the north of Preshes and Sou- 
aln brought him nothing, 

German Losses Terrific. 

Dispatches from the front say that 
the Germans suffered terrific losses nt 
every point along the front. Hundreds 
of their dend were piled In the Mnrne. 
when the allied machine gunfire swept 
the pontoon bridges on which the ene- 
my was attempting to cross the river. 
Over 500 Prisoners Taken. 

Purls, July 13. — The French troops 
struck a heavy blow at the German 
line on the I'Icardy front 

Attacking on n front approximately 
three miles in length between Caste 
and Mnllly Ralneval, they captured 
Gorman, positions ton depth of more 
than a mile. 

The ruins of the village of Cnstel, 
.which had been turned into a German 
fortress, . were captured^ The.Anchln 
farm and n nuiii'.wr of. other German 
strongholds nls-- 'I to the French. 
. The number • prisoners nlready 
".sent* bnck Is m • than 500. 

Suave, grave and diplomatic, Tung 
discussed these mutters nt the Blnck- 
stone hotel.

She also owns some of 
the finest Percheron horses la Sas- 
katchewan. 

The prairie^ now boasts of many 
women who have had more or less suc- 
cess, though few are farming on the 
same large scale as Miss Hlllman and 
the Misses Forward. These women 
have demonstrated, and are still dem- 
onstrating, that a versatile woman 
may be just as good and successful a 
farmer as her brother. 

There are other women, too, on the 
Canadian prairies, who, though they 
have not had thrown upon them the re- 
sponsibilities of "running a farm," 
have been decided factors In making 
the farm a success. They assist their 
husbands by keeping the farm ac- 
counts, reducing the grocer's bills by 
their management of the poultry and 
butter, taking care of the house, and, 
Very often, proving good advisers In 
the economic management of the men 
and general conduct of: the farm work.'

He married a Germon woman ; he 
loved the German poets and the Ger- 
man philosophy; lie had spent years 
among the German people. Yet he he- 
enmo convinced, after a time, that 
Germany was actually, planning a blow 
at the United States. Ho exposed the 
plan in 1003^-flve years after the Span- 
ish-American war, yet he was given lit- 
tle credence in this country. 

Tells of His Experiences, 
Professor Small -tells of. hlB experi- 
ences and conclusions >«\ *J» tt ™Wet 
entitled: "Americans and the AYorld- 
Crlsis," issued as No. 2 in the series 
of University of Chicago War Papers, 

"••In" the 8 'summer of 1003 I was In 
Germany on business which gave me 
tho occasion to sample the opinions 
about our country of more different 
clnsses of Germans than I had ever in- 
terviewed before. The Itinerary sched- 
uled stops at Cologne, Lucerne, Vienna, 
Budapest, Munich. Dresden, Berlin, 
and thence an excursion into Buss a. 
At each of thcse>lnts t and In the In- 
KrmcaUte travel, I had opportunities 
to talk with many men o W^ 
and with as many more whom I could 
classify as merely ordinary specimens 
bf tiieTr variouB types. 

••I soon became aware that, quite 
aside from the direct purpose of my 
trip. I was gathering from these 
eources a collection of slgnlQcant and 
cumulative evidence. Over and over 
acaln Germans of different social posi- 
tions, living In as many different parts 
of Germany and neighboring countries 
volunteered the same opinion in almost 
the sumc words: 

•• *You Yankees are nil right, but it 
is only a question of time when we 
Germans will have to fight you, not 
with trade regulations, but with enn- 
nTn.' And my question 'Why7' invarl- 
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lne significant paragraph, dealing In 
no way with tho problem nt hand, but 
expressing nn opinion tlmt an attack 
on tlio United States would and should 
someday be made: 

°It is principally with this nation. 
( America) that in recent years Ger- 
SLs had considerable political 
frrctlon, tho causes underlying the* 
same having, as a rule, been of a com- 
merclnl nature, and the smoothing over 
of which was uniformly duo to Ger- 
many's forbearance In the premises.

There Is a common Idcn that tho age 
of miracles Is past. .Perhaps It la, but 
If so, the change must have come about 
within the past few weeks — after I cs- 
cuped Into Holland. For If anything Is 
certain In this life It Is this: this book 
never would have been written but for 
the succession of miracles set forth In 
these pages. 

Miracles, luck, coincidence, Provi- 
dence — It doesn't matter much what 
you call it — certainly played an Impor- 
tant part In the scries of hair-breadth 
escapes In which I figured during my 
short but eventful appearance In the 
great drama now being enacted across 
the seas. Without it, all my efforts and 
sufferings would have been quite un- 
availing. 

No one realizes this better than I do 
and I want to repeat It right here be- 
cause elsewhere In these pnges I may 
appear occasionally to overlook or 
minimize It: without the help of Provi- 
dence I would not be here today. 

But this same Providence which 
brought me home snfely, despite all 
the dangers which beset me, may work 
slmllur miracles for others, and It Is In 
the hope of encouraging other poor 
devils who mny find themselves In situ- 
ations as hopeless apparently as mine 
oftentimes were thut this book is writ- 
ten. 

When this cruel war Is over — which 
I trust may be sooner than I expect It 
to be — I hope I shall have an oppor- 
tunity to revisit the scenes of my ad- 
ventures and to thank In person In an 
adequate manner every one who ex- 
tended a helping hand to me when I 
was a wretched fugitive. All of them 
took great risks in befriending an es- 
caped prisoner and they did It without 
the slightest hope of reward. At the 
same time I hope I shall have a chance 
to pay my compliments to those who 
endeavored to take advantage of my 
distress. 

In the meanwhile, however, I can 
only express my thanks In this Ineffec- 
tive manner, trusting that In some 
mysterious way a copy of this book 
may fall Into the hands of every one 
who befriended me. I hope particular- 
ly that every good Hollander who 
played the part of the Good Samari- 
tan to me so bountifully after my es- 
cape from Belgium will see these pages 
and feel that I am absolutely sincere 
when I say that words cannot begin to 
express my sense of grutltude to tho 
Dutch people. 

It Is needless for me to say how 
deeply I feel for my fellow-prisoners 
In Germany who were less fortunate 
than I. Poor, poor fellows— they are 
the real victims of the war. I hope that 
every one of them may soon be re- 
stored to that freedom whose value I 
never fully realized until after I hnd 
had to fight so hard to regain It.

CHAPTER I. 

The Folly of Despair. 

Less than nine months ago eighteen 
officers of the Royal flying corps, 
which had been training In Canada, 
left for England on the Meganlc. 

If any of them was over twenty-five 
years of age, he had successfully con-

cealed the fact, because they don't ac- 
cept older men for the It. F. C. 

Nine of the squadron were British 
subjects; the other nine were Ameri- 
cans, who, tired of waiting for their 
own country to take her place with 
the allies, had Joined the British colors 
In Canada. I- was one of the latter. 

Wo W.cre going to England to earn 



our "wings" — a qualification which 
must be won before a member of tho 
H, F. O. is allowed to hunt tho Huns 
on the western front. 

This was in May, 1017. 

By August 1, most of us were full- 
fledged pilots, actively enguged at vari- 
ous parts of the line in dally conflict 
with the enemy. 

By December 15, every man Jack of 
us who had met the enemy In France, 
with one exception, had appeared on 
the casualty HsL The exception was 
H. K. Boysen, an American, who at 
last report was fighting on the Italian 
front still unscathed. Whether his 
good fortune has stood him up to this 
time I don't know, but If it has I would 
be very much surprised. 

Of the others, five were killed In ac- 
tion — three Americans, one Canadian, 
and one Englishman. Three more were 
In all probability killed in action al- 
though officially they are listed merely 
as "missing." One of these was an 
American, one a Canadian, and tho 
third a Scotchman. Three more, two 
of them Americans, were seriously 
wounded. Another, a Canadian, Is a 
prisoner in Germany. I know nothing 
of the others. 

What happened to mo Is narrated In 
these pages. I wish, Instead, I could 
tell tlie story of each of my brave com- 
rades, for not one of them was downed, 
I am sure, without upholding tho best 
traditions of the It. F. 0. Unfortunate-, 
ly, however, of the eighteen who 
sailed on tho Meganlc last May, I 
happened to he the first to fall Into 
the hands of the Huns, and what befell 
my comrades after that, with one ex- 
ception, I know only second hand. 

The exception was the case of poor, 
brave Paul Itaney — my closest chum — 
whose last battle I wltuessed from my 
German prison — but that is a story I 
shall tell in Its proper place. 

In one way, however, I think the 
story of my own "big adventure" and 
my miraculous escape may, perhaps, 
servo a purpose as useful as that of 
the heroic fate of my less fortunato 
comrades. Their story, It is true, might 
Inspire others to deeds of heroism, 
but mine, I hope, will convey the 
equally valuable lesson of tho folry 
of despair. 

Many were the times In the course 
of my struggles when It seemed abso- 
lutely useless to continue. In a hostile 
country, where discovery meant death, 
wounded, sick, famished, ^ friendless, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
neutral territory the frontier of which 
was so closely guarded that even If I 
got there it seemed loo much to hopo 
that I could ever get through, what 
was the use . of enduring further 
agony? 

And yet here I am, in the land of 
liberty — although In a somewhat ob- 
scure corner of It—the little .town of 
Momence, 111., where I was born — not 
very much the worse for wear after all 
Pve been through, and, as I wrlto these 
words not eight months, have, passed 
since nij' seventeen comrndes and I 
sailed from Canada on the Meganlc. 

Can It be possible that T was spared 
to convey a message of hope to others 
who are destined for similar trials? I 
am nfrnld there will be many of them. 

Years ago I heard *of the epitaph 
which is said to have been found on a 
child's grave: , 

"If I was so soon to bo done for 
What, O Lord, was I ever he/run for?" 

The way It has come to me since I 
returned from Europe Is: 

"If, 6 Lord, I was to he done for. 
What were my sufferings e'er begun 
for?" 

Perhaps the answer lies In tho sug- 
gestion I have made. 

At any rate. If this record of my nd- 
ventures should prove Instrumental In 
sustaining others who need encourage- 
ment, I shall feel that my sufferings 
were not in vain. 

It Is hardly likely that anyone will 
quite duplicate my experiences, but I 
haven't the slightest doubt that many 
will have v to go through trials equally 
nerve-racking and suffer disappoint- 
ments Just as disheartening. 

It would be very far from the mark 
to imagine that the optimism which I 
am preaching now so glibly sustained 
me through all ray troubles. On the 
contrary, I am free to confess thut I 
frequently gave way to despair and 
often, for hours at a time, felt so de- 
jected and discouraged that I really 
didn't care what happened to me. In- 
deed, I rather hoped that something 
would happen to put an end to my 
misery. 

But despite all my despondency nnil 
hopelessness, the worst never hap- 
pened, and I cun't help thinking that 
my salvation must have been designed 
to show the way to others.

CHAPTER II. 

I Became a Fighting Scout. 

I started flying In Chicago In 1012. I 
was then eighteen -years old, but I hnd 
had a hankering for the air ever since 
I can remember. * ^ 

As a youngster I followed the ex- 
ploits of. the Wrights'. with the greatest 
Interest; although I must confess I 
sometimes hoped that they wouldn't 
really conquer the air until I had had 
a whack at It myself. I got more 



whacks than I was looking for later 
on. 

Needless to say, my parents were 
very much opposed to my risking my 
life at what was undoubtedly at Chat 
time one of the most hazardous "pas- 
times" a young fellow could select, and 
every time I had a smnshup or some 
other mishap I was ordered never to go 
near nn aviation field again. 

So I went out to California. There 
another fellow and I built our* own 
machine, which we flew in various 
parts of the state. 

In the early part of 1010, when trou- 
ble was brewing in Mexico, I Joined the 
American Hying corps. I was sent to 
San Diego, where the army flying 
school Is located, and spent about eight 
months there, but as I was anxious to 
get Into active service and there didn't 
seem much chance of America ever 
getting Into the war, I resigned and. 
crossing over to Canada, Joined the 
Royal Flying corps at Victoria, B. C. 

I was sent to Camp Borden, Toronto, 
first to receive Instruction ai.d later to 
Instruct. While a cadet I made the 
first loop ever made by a cadet In Can- 
ada, and after I had performed the 
stunt I half expected to be kicked put 
of the service for it. Apparently, how- 
ever,, they considered the source and 
let It go at that. Later on I had the 
satisfaction of Introducing the loop 
as part of the regular course of in- 
struction for cadets In the It. F. C, 
and I want to say right here that Camp 
Borden has turned out some of the 
best fliers that have ever gone to 
France. 

In Mny, 1017, I and seveateen other 
Canadian fliers left for England on the 
Meganlc, where we were to qualify 
for service In France. 

Our squadron consisted of nine 
Americans, C. C. Robinson, n. A. Mil- 
ler, F. S. McClurg, A. A. Allen, K. B. 
Gnract, II. K. Boysen, II. A. Smeeton 
and A. A. Taylor, and myself, and. nine 
Britishers, Paul n. Runey, J. R. Park/ 
C. Nelmcs, C. R. Moore, T. L. Atkin- 
son, F. C. Conry, A. Mutr, E. A. L. F. 
Smith nnd A. C. Jones. 

Within h few weeks after our ar- 
rival la England all of us had won our 
"wings"— the Insignln worn on tho 
left breast by every pilot on the west- 
ern front. 

We were all sent to a place In 
France known as the Pool Pilots Mess. 
Here men gnther from all the training 
squadrons In Canada and England and 
await assignments to the particular 
squadron of which they are to become 
members. . 

The Pool Pilots Mess is sltuuted a 
few miles back of the lines. When- 
•CYje&jO: pilot Is shot down or.Jillled the 
Pool Pilots Mess Is notified to send an- 
other to take his place. 

There are so many casualties every 
day In the R. F. C. at one ♦point of 
the front or another that the demand 
for new pilots Is quite activC.-but when 
a fellow is Itching- to. get Into' the fight 
as badly as I and my frleads were I 



must confess that we got a little im- 
patient, although wo realized that 
every time a new man was called it 
meant that some one else had, In all 
probability, been killed, wounded or 
captured. 

One morning an order came In for 
-a scout pilot and one of my friends 
was assigned. I can tell you the rest 
of us were as envious of him as If it 
were the last chance any of us were 
ever going to have to get to the front. 
As it was, however, hardly more than 
three hours had elapsed before an- 
other wire was received at the mess 
and I wns ordered to , follow my 
friend. I afterward learned that as 
soon as he arrived at the squadron he 
prevailed upon the commanding offi- 
cer of the squadron to wire for me. 

At the Pool Pilots' Mess it was tho 
custom of the officers to wenr "shorts" 
— breeches that are about eight inches 
long, like the boy scouts wear, leav- 
ing a space of about eight Inches of 
open country between the top of the 
puttees nnd the end of the shorts. The 
Australians wore them In SnlonlkUnnd 
at the Dardanelles. 

When the order came In for me, I 
had these "shorts" on, nnd I didn't 
have time to change Into other clothes. 
Indeed, I wns In such a sweat to get 
to the front that If I had been In my 
pajamas I- think I would have gone 
that way. As It was, It was raining 
ndd I threw an overcoat over me, 
jumped Into the machine, and we made 
record time to the airdrome to which 
I had beeu ordered to report. 

As I alighted from the automobile 
my overcoat blew open aad displayed 
my manly form attired lu "shorts" In- 
stead of In the regulation flying 
breeches, and the sight aroused con- 
siderable commotion In camp. 

"Must be a Yankee!" I overheard 
ono officer say to another as I ap- 
proached. "No one but a Yankee would 
have the cheek to show up that way, 
you know I'.' 

But they laughed good-naturedly ns 
I came up to them, and Welcomed mo 
to "the squadron, and I was soon very 
much at home. 

My squudron was one of four stn- 
tloned ut an airdrome ubout eighteen 
miles buck of the Ypres line. Thero 
were 18 pilots In our squadron, which 
was a scout-squadron, scout machines 
carrying but one man. 

A scout, sometimes called! a fighting 
scout, hns no bomb dropping or recon- 
nolterlng to do. His duty Is Just to 
fight, or, as'tho order wns given to me, 
"You are expected to pick fights and 
not wait until thcx come to you!" 

When, bomb droppers go out over 
-the Jlues in the daytime a scout squad* 
ron usually convoys them. The bomb 
droppers fly at ubout twelve thousand 
feet, and scouts a thousand feet or so 
above them. 

If at any time they ''should bo- at- 
tacked, it Is the duty of- the scouts to 
dlvo down and curry on the fight, the 
orders of the bomb droppers being to 



go on dropping bombs nnd not to fight 
unless they have to. There is seldom 
.TUtlrae that "machines go out over 'tho 
•lines on this work In the daytime that 
they are hot attacked at. some time or 
other, nnd so the scouts usually have 
plenty of work to do. In addition to 
these nttneks, however, the squadron 
Is Invariably under constant bombard- 
ment from the ground, but that doesn't 
worry us very much, ns we know pret- 
ty well how to avoid being hit from 
that, quarter. 

On my first flight, uffer Joining the 
'squadron.- I was taken. out over the 
lines to get a look at things, map out 
my location in case I was ever lost, 
locate the forests, lakes and other 
landmarks aud get the general lay of 
the land. 

One thing thnt wns Impressed upon 
me very emphatically was the location 
of the hospitals, so that In case I was 
ever wounded and had the strength to 
pick my Inndlng I could land as near 
ns possible to, a hospital. All these 
things a new pilot goes through dur- 
ing the first two or three days after 
Joining a squadron. 

Our regular, routine was two flights 
a day, "cacti of two hours' duration* 
After doing our regular patrol, it was 
our privilege to go off on our own hook 
If we wished, before going back to 
the squadron. - . " 

, I soon found out that my squadron 
was some hot squudron, our flyers be- 
ing nlraost always assigned to special 
duty work, such us shootings up' 
trenches nt a height -of fifty feet from 
the ground. 

I received niy baptism Into this kind 
of work the third time I went out over 
tho lines, and I would recommend It 
to anyone who is hankering for excite- 
ment. You are not oaly apt to be at- 
tacked by hostile aircraft from above, 
but you are swept by machlae-gun fire 
from below. I have seen some of our 
machines come back from this work 
sometimes so riddled with bullets that 
I wondered how they ever held to- 
gether. Before wo started out on one 
of these Jobs, wo wero mighty careful 
to see thut our motors were In perfect 
condition, becuuse they told us tho 
"war bread was bad In Germany." 

One morning, shortly after I Joined 
tho squudron, three of us sturted over 
the lino of our own accord. Wo soon 
observed four enemy machines, two- 
seaters, coming toward us. This type 
of machine Is used by the nuns for 
artillery work aud bomb dropping, and 
we knew they were on mischief bent. 
Each machine had a machine gun in 
front, worked by the pilot, and the ob- 
server also hud a gun with which ho 
could spray nil nround. 

When we first noticed" the Huns, our 
machines were about six miles back 
of the German lines and we were lying 
high up In the sky, keeping the sun 
behind us, so thnt the enemy could not 
see us. 

We picked out tliree'of the machines 
and dove down on them. I went right 
by the man I picked for myself and 
his observer in tho rear seat kept 
pumping at mo. to beat the band. Not 
one of my shots took effect ns I went 
right down under' him, but I turned 
nnd gave him another burst of bullets, 
ami down he went In a spinning nose 
dive, one of his wings going one way 
and one another. As I saw him crash 
to the ground I knew that I had got my 
first hostile aircraft. One of my com- 
rades was equally successful, but the 
other two German machines got away. 
We chased them back until things got 
too hot for us by reason of the appear- 
ance of other German machines, and 
then we called It a day. 

This experience whetted my appetite 
for more of the same kind, and I did 
not have long to wait. 

It may he well to explain here Just 
what a spinning nose bend Is. A few 
years ago the spinning nose dive wns 
considered one of the most dangerous 
things a pilot could attempt, and 
many men were killed getting" Into this 
spin nud not knowing how to come 
out of It. In fact, lots of pilots 
thought that when once you got Into 
n spinning nose dive there was no 
way of coming out of It. It is now 
used, however, in actual flying. 

The machines that are used In 
Fruace are controlled In two ways, 
both by bauds nnd feet, tho feet 
working the yoke or ^rudder bar 
which controls the rudder; that steers 
the machine. The lateral controls 
-fore and aft, which cause the ma- 
chine to rlso or lower, are controlled 
by a contrivance called a "Joy stick." 
If, when flying in tho nlr, a pilot 
should release his hold on^ this stick, 
It will gradually come tdward tho 
pilot. 

In that position tho machine will 
begin to climb. So Jf a pilot Is shot 
and loses control of this "Joy stick," 
his mnchlno begins to ascend, and 
climbs until tho angle formed be- 
comes too great for" It to continue or 
the motor to pull the plane ; for a 
fraction of- a second It stops* and. tho 
motor then being tho heaviest, It 
causes the nose of tho machine to fall 
forward, pitching down nt u; terrific 
rato- of speed and' spinning nt the 
same time. . If the iriotor is still run- 
ning,* It naturally 'Increases tho speed 
much more than it would If tho mo- 
tor were shut off, and thero is great 



danger that the wings will doublo up, 
causing .tho machine to break apart;.' 
Although spins are. made vjlth tho 
motor on, you are dropping like a ball 
being dropped out of the sky and thai 
velocity Increases .with the power of 
the motor. 

This spinning nose dive has been 
frequently used "In "stunt" flying In 
recent years, but. is now put to prac- 
tical use < by pilots In getting away 
from, hostile machines, for .when a 
man Is spinning it is almost impos- 
sible to hit. him, and the man making 
the attack invariably thinks his en- 
emy is going down to certain death 
In the spin. 

This, is all right when' a man Is' 
over his ' own territory, because ho 
can right his machine and come out 
of It; but If It happens over German 
territory, tho Huns would only follow 
him down, and when he came out of 
the spin they would 'bo "above him, 
having all the advantage, and would, 
shoot him down with ease. It is a 
good way of getting down Into a 
cloud, and is used very often by both 
sides, but it requires skill and cour- 
age by tho pilot making it If he ever 
expects to come out alive. A spin 
being made by -i\ pilot Intentionally 
looks exactly like a spla that Is mndo 
by a machine actually being shot 
down, so one never knows whether It 
is forced or intentional until the pilot 
either rights his machine and comes 
out of It, or crashes to the ground. 

Another dlvo similar to. this one is 
known as .Just the plain dive. As- 
sume, for Instance, that a pilot flying 
at a height of several thousand feet 
is shot, loses control of his machine," 
nnd the nose of tho plane starts down 
with the motor full on.. He Is going 
at n tremendous speed and In many 
Instances Is going so straight and 
swiftly that tho speed is too great for 
the machine, because it was never 
constructed to withstand the eoor- 
mous pressure forced ■ against tho 
wings, nnd they consequently crumplo 
up. 

If, too, in an attempt to .£TfSiB*n<m 
the machine, tho elevators' should be- 
come affected, as ofteu happens In 
trying to bring a machine out of a 
dive, the' strain Is ngnla too great on 
the- wings, and there Is the same dis- 
astrous result Oftentimes, when tho 
pntrol tank Is punctured by a tracer 
bullet from' another machine In the 
nlr, the plane that is hit catches on 
flro and either gets into a spin or a 
straight dlvo and heads for tho earth, 
hundreds of miles an hour, a ninsji of 
flame, looking like a brilliant comet 
In the sky. 

The spinning noso dive Is used to 
greater advantage by the Germans 
than by our own pilots for tho reason 
thnt when a fight gets too hot for tho 
German, he will put his machine in 
n spla, and as the chances aro nine 
out of ten that wo aro fighting over 
German territory, lie simply spins 
down out of our ranged straightens." 
out before he reaches the ground, and 
gets on home to his airdrome. It ii 
useless to follow him down Inside tho 
German lines, for you would In nil 
probability be shot down before you 
can attain sufficient altitude to cross, 
tho Hue again. 

It often happens that a pilot will 
bo chasing another machine when 
suddenly he sees it start to spin. Per- 
haps they are fifteen or eighteen thou- 
sand feet in tho air, nnd the ~ hostile 
machine spins down for thousands of 
feet. He thinks he has hit the other 
machine nnd goes home happy that 
he has brought down another Hun. 
He . reports tho occurrence to tho 
squadron, telllug how ho shot down 
his enemy; but when the rest of the 
squadron come In with their report, 
or some urtlllery observation bnlloon 
sends in a- report, it develops that 
when a few hundred feet' from tho 
ground the supposed dead man In the 
spin hns come out of the spin and. 
gone merrily on his way for his air- 
drome. 
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In a desperate battle with 
four Hun flyers; O.'Brlen Is sent 
crashing to earth behind the 
German lines from a height of 
8,000 feet. The next Install- 
ment tells of his miraculous ea- 
cape from death and of his re- 
gaining consciousness to find 
himself a prisoner of war.

Since then 'tis the Joyous Ger- 
man right with the hammer to win 
land. Wo are of the race of the Hum- 
mer-God and mean to Inherit his world 
empire." 

So wrote Fells Dnhn. famous Ger- 
man poet. So spoke the kaiser nnd 
his ministers. So taught the German 
professors. and economists, and so be- 
lieved the great mass of the German 
people as they started gayly on the 
world war, sure In their own minds of 
easy conquest, arrogant in their be- 
lief of mental und military superiority^ 
nnd confident of the protection of the 
"German God," not the henevcolent 
Deity of other lands, but the Thor of 
the barbarian tribes who overran Eu- 
rope nearly two thousand years ago. 
Prussians Long Land Grabbers. 
Expansion has been the sole aim of 
the Prussian rulers since the days of 
Frederick the Greut. Expansion, to a 
Prussian, means not peaceful settle- 
ment of uncivilized lands, but forceful 
spoliation of one's neighbors; not col- 
onization but conquest. Prussia, by 
conquest, expanded from a little in- 
land state to the great German em- 
pire of today. The Prussian ''dream 
now is. expansion until the world Is 
mastered as Home mastered It; expan- 
sion until "there is no room on the 
globe for any trade but German trade. 
One of the most popular books In 
, Germany during the years immediate- 
ly preceding the war was "Greater 
Germany and Mid-Europe In the Year 
1950." It tells how Germany must 
dominate Europe, take what it wants 
from those who now have it, and re- 
duce the population of conquered lands 
to servitude. Here Is a typical quo- 
tation : . 

"Tho Germans, being alone entitled 
to exercise political rights, to serve In 
tho army and navy, and to acquire 
landed property, will recover the feel- 
ing they had In the middle ages of be- 
ing a people of masters. They will 
gladly tolerate the foreigners living 
amongst them, to whom Inferior man- 
ual services would he entrusted." 
Others to Sweep* Streets, 
Presumably they would allow the. 
French, the Belgians and tho Italians, 
who now are opposing them so vali- 
antly, to sweep -the streets ahd dig 
the sewers. 

Klaus Wagner, noted German writ- 
er, in his "Krleg," suys : 

"South America must also and may 
easily become a home for new free 
Teutonic races. . Resettlement of tho 
territory by people of Teutonic stock ; 
removal of the non-Teutonic Inhabi- 
tants to reservations, or, best of all, 
to Africa. Retention, of Teiitonold- 
Latins In South America. In so far as 
they are physically, mentally and mor- 
ally. Bound, and are passed by a. com- 
mission of anthropologists, physicians, 
urtlsts and teachers." 

Imagine . such a spectacled German 
commission passing on your fitness to 
live in these United States; picture, 
if you can, how you would pass your 
examination! And if the German ar- 
tist happened not to like; the color of 
your eyes or tho shade of your hair, 
to Africa you would go. If the Ger- 
man teacher thought you foiled to ar- 
ticulate your gutturals properly, it 
would mean deportation.

Thor stood nt the midnight end of- That It Is the Intention of Germany 

to hold Belgium, thus gaining posses- 
sion of the channel ports and robbing 
England of Its control of that portion 
of the sea which lies- between her and 
the- continent, is no longer left In 
doubt. Baron von Blsslng, the first 
German governor of conquered Bel- 
glum, who stood high In the favor of 
the kaiser, and presumably expressed 
his royal master's Ideas, wrote. In his 
"Testament," shortly before he died, 
as follows: 

"Anyone who knows as I do now how 
important Belgium Is to Germany po- 
litically, economically nnd strategical- 
ly, would seo how grievous a mlsrako 
wo should make were we to conclude 
a peace which does not leave us mas- 
ters of Belgium; for. whatever hap- 
pens, Belgium cannot be allowed to re- 
main under Franco-British Influence, 
but, on the contrary, must be used to 
enhance our. powoV." 

Holland Fears an Attack. 
Holland remains a neutral nation. 
Germany has declared no war ou her, 
but the troops of Holland ure mobi- 
lized on tho border, and engineers 
stand ready to cut the dikes and flood 
'the country, because Holland knows, as 
does the world, that Germany plans, 
as soon as she finds It expedient, to 
take Holland. Tho mouths of the 
nhlno empty Into the sea through Hol- 
land. Because the Rhine curries Ger- 
man trade, Germany holds that the 
actual ownership of the entire river 
from Its source to tho sea Is essentlnl 
to Germany. "Die Wacht am Rhine," 
obsolete as It Is on the upper reaches 
of tho river, still means something In 
the North, und Germany has set her 
henrt on controlling the river from tho 
Alps to the sea, of fortifying it* 
mouths, and making It In reality an In 
song the "German Rhine." 

Real Policy of Conquest. 
Are German plnns, as thus exposed, 
but the empty vaporlugs of Irrespon- 
sible braggarts? ; Ask the deported* 
workmen of Belgium, who have been 
sent away to make room for the set- 
tlement of Germans on the frontier? 
Ask tho Inhabitants of Posen, who 
have suffered under- German persecu- 
tion for generations. Ask those sturdy 
Frenchmen who still remain In Alsace 
In spite of the German efforts to drive 
them out. Ask tho survivors of two 
years of German occuputlon of Poland 
whether or not deliberate starvation 
and deportation do not mean that their 
land must not be cumbered with na- 
live Inhabitants. but must bo given up 
for German occupation. Ask the Ar- 
menlans, those few of them who re- 
main, hiding from the bloody Turks 
officered by Germans. ~ 

Every nation which hns felt the 
weight of Prussian power will an- 
swer In the same wuy. Their only 
answer Is that "Deutschland ueber 
Alios" means exactly "Germany above 
all —means domination, persecution, 
ami crippling when extermination Is 
Impossible. 

• That Is why America Is In the war. 
She sees Germany's plnns to extend 
nor power until ho one cun resist It 
Irotected, perhaps, for the tlrao being 
by her Isolation and her latent power 
from tho Immediate threat of German 
conquest, America cannot sit Idly by 
imd see nlne-tentha of the world over- 
run by PruBslaulsra, knowing, as she 
now knows, that her turn may come 
later. America must flgM. and must 
flght to the finish,. which means tho 
downfall of Prussian autocracy A nnd 
tho quenching forever of tho Prusdnri 
lust for conquest. '
